In the second year of the Revolu- 


tionary war Xow. York's addition to 
tho quota of troops wao 8,000, and 
la all there were 35,000 enlistments 
in 2so-w York One of the most im- 
portant battles of the -war of the 
Revolution, tbe battle of Saratoga, 
in October, 1777, -was fought within 
tbe boundaries of New York, and 
ten days later Burgoyno's surrender 
took place at Saratoga From that 
time on much of the fighting was 
done in New York, and the Xew 
York soldiers took a very active 
part The culminating scenes of the 
•war, howevei, were in Virginia rath- 
er than in "New York, and in the 
subsequent legislative jrooeedings 
taken to found the republic on a 
firm basis and provide for the presi- 
dential succession New York took a 
mucn leas active part than either 
Virginia, Massachusetts or / Penn- 
sylv&.iia. Several Now York men, 
however, distinguished themselves 
as commanders in the Revolutionary 
army, and before the neit succeed- 
ing foreign war, that of 1812, New 
York, with a population of i,ouO,uOO, 
stood first among the states, a posi- 
tion of supremacy it has never lost 
since —New York Sun

Varieties not subject to rust or other 


fungous disease should be chosen.

The first two 
varieties named need winter, protection 
wherever the peach is subject to fre- 
quent injury by cold. With good treat- 
ment a well-established plantation may 
be expected to continued profitable for 
six or eight years, though much depends 
upon tho effect of severe winters:

The United States has not adopted a 


national flower for the reason that there 
is no fioiver of sufficiently distinctive 
character that grows iu all of the status 
and territories of the country. The onJy 
states and territories that have adopted 
state flowers are the following: Ala- 
bama, goldenrod; California, California 
poppy; Colorado, columbine: Delaware, 
peach* blossom; Idaho, syriuga; Iowa, 
rose; Maine, pine cone and tassel; Min- 
nesota, cypripedium or moccasin flow- 
er; Montana, hitter root; Nebraska, 
goldonrod; New York, rose; North 
Dakota, wild rose; Oklahoma Territory, 
mistletoe; Oregon, goldenrod; Utah, 
sego lily; Vermont, red clover. In some 
states trees have boon adopted instead of 
flowers, afl the palmetto in South Caro- 
lina and the mapk- iu Rhode Island and 
Wisconsin.

Word was 
at once sene into the city and the 
Buckeye officials aroused their em- 
ployes, the refinery whistle

jlown and a gang of several hundred 
men put to work strengthening and 
mproving the levees which alwav* 
urround these tanks at a distance of 
200 or 300 feet. 


About 5 o'clock this morning it was 


.nought everything was in readiness 
and the cannon was placed in post- 
don. 
This has a caliber of three 


nches and shoots a ball weighing 
iver six pounds. In shooting such a 
tank to draw off the oi! a seam is al- 
ways avoided, as it is apt to tear 
oose for some distance.

Thej 
irst tackfull was burned out in short j 
rder now and all men were put to! 
fork on the other. Wagons were 
eat to Lima and were driven around ] 
he streets offering fortj cents per; 
our for workmen. Fifty men were 
Iso ordered from Findlay on a special 
rain. Two, and on some sides three, 
mbankments were then thrown up so 
hat if the tank should again burst 
ike flow eonld be controlled. The 
first shot was fired soon aftsr noon 
and this time it was hoped that 
nothing would go amiss. 


A $70,000 fire in Lima would be- 


something almost unprecedented, yet 
that Is about what the loss will be. 
To put up a tank costs about $7,000 
and the expense of handling afire is 
very large. Each man receives lorty 
cents per hour, and nearly everyone 
receives four dollars whether he 
works out his full ten hours or not. 


After a tank is ablaze it is impossi- 


ble to extinguish it, though they 
often turn slowly at first on account 
of a lack of air. But when the top is 
once off it simply burns itself out. 


Last spring a smaller tank, 15,000 


barrels, was struck by lightning at 
Euth, Ind. The engineer at the 
pump station at once turned the 
steam of three boilers into the tank 
and succeeded in smothering the 
flame. There is no pump station on 
this farm, and it would have proved 
fruitless to have made any such 
attempt.

idorous Halwood block Public Square, 
hat 825,000 sink hole, where the 
jeople's money was so 
flagrantly 


wasted. 


The proposed machine will cost a lot 


if money, and this money has been 
wrung from the tax payers, many of 
whom are now without work and who 
would be glad to take brooms and 
ceep the public square clean without 
'ihe expfense of a machine. 


At the present time one man 
weeps the square and the city teams 
mul away the dirt. If a machine Is 
)ought with the people's money it 
will require one man and one team of 
lorses to operate it and the city 
ieams will then 
have the dirt 


to haul away. Further, this machine 
cannot sweep out the corners of the 
square because Its brush cannot 
>e made to run into them, and: 
a man must be employed to finish 
ihe work. There would thus be 
a waste of money in buying the 
contrivance, and a further waste of 
money in operating it. Instead of 
"gaining enough money in a few 
'ears to pay for the sweeper," as a 
;ouncllman stated in council last 
Monday night, It would cost as many 
dollars to clean the square with it 
is it doea to do the work with brooms. 
The work could not be entirely done 
by it, and in a few years the city 
must have a worn out machine, ready 
for the scrap pile. 


The duty of the councilman ts plain 


on this matter. They should aban- 
don the idea of wasting hundreds of 
dollars of the taxpayers' money in 
buying the machine and give'the 
work of sweeping the square to some 
worthy, needy men who, by the em- 
ployment thus given them, could 
earn enough money to buy bread and 
clothing for their wives and little 
ones. The councilmen should be hu- 
mane first and magnificent after- 
wards.
